The Secretary met with Mr. Allon 
for more than two hours yesterday 
morning at the Waldorf Astoria 
hotel in New York, where they are 
both attending the opening session 
of the UN General Assembly. Mr.

During yesterday's meeting, the 
Secretary also noted that any ad- 
ditional representatives invited to 
attend the Geneva cnnference would 
have to receive unanimous endorse- 
ment by the present members, thus 
allowing Israel to hold a veto over 
allowing the PLO to attend.
